"On the evening of November 27th 
the cloudy weather so anxiously waited 
and watohed for came, and prior to be- 
ing locked in oar cells it was agreed to 
make the attempt at eFeape that night. 
The guards made rounds of inapeotiou 
of our cells at intervals of every two 
hours. At the appointed time, which 
was immediately after the midnight in- 
apcetion by tbe guards. Captain Taylor, 
who had been aelected to descend into 
tbe chamber first and give the signal 
to tbe rest of us that all was well, did 
so. Each of us arranged bis oot with 
tbe seat in his cell so as to represent a 
slei ping prisoner, and easily breaking 
the layer of cement we descended to 
the air chamber, passing through the 
tunnel, breaking through the thin 
stratum at the end. We came out near 
tbe wall of tbe female prison. It was 
raining slightly. We crawled by the 
side of the wall to tbe wooden gate, 
oast our grappling iron attached to tbe 
rope over the gates, made it faat, drew 
np the ro|ie and made our way by the 
wing wall to tbe outside wall. In the 
daytime sentinels were placed on tbis 
wall, but at night they were on the in- 
side of the walls and at the main en- 
trance of the prison. Before leaving 
my oell I wrote a note for the Warden,
